Section 1 : Narrative 

January 17, 2007, at approximately 1 043 hours, I responded to 
J424 Virginia Drive, Titusville, Brevard County, Florida, in reference to a 
suspicious incident complaint. 

Prior to my arrival, the Brevard County Sheriff's Office Commun ication Center 
a f rom ^ho 

when he entered his residence located at the above address, he observed blood 
everywhere and also noticed Sherri Lynn Carman (Missing) was 

no where in the residence. 


Upon my arrival, I observed Mr. Stauffer running to my patrol vehicle. Mr. 
Stauffer was visibly upset and was repeatedly stating, "You have to see this" 
and "something is not right". I advised Mr. Stauffer to calm down and show 
me what he was talking about. Mr. Stauffer and myself entered the northeast 
side of the residence through the carport door, which was open. Once inside, 
I observed a cellular phone lying on the floor in front of the couch, which 
was positioned on the north wall. The phone had a reddish substance on it, 
which was consistent with blood. I then observed a pile of what appeared to 
be clothing in the southwest corner of the room. On top of the pile was a 
"Barney" bed sheet and a large pillow that appeared to have a reddish 
substance upon it that was also consistent with blood. I also observed in 
the southwest corner lying next to the wall, a hammer and another unknown 
tool. Above the tools I observed what appeared to be blood on the southwest 
wall. I also observed a clear bottle of what appeared to be Windex lying on 
the floor in front of a chair, whidh was located on the southwest wall. 

Based on my findings, I had Mr. Stauffer exit the residence through the 
carport door. At this time, I waited for Deppty Bruce Dowdy, ID 026 to 
arrive on scene to assist in clearing the residence. 

While waiting for Deputy Dowdy to arrive, Mr. Stauffer kept advising 
something was wrong. He stated, Ms. Carman would never leave her kids 
(school age) without telling someone where she was going. He also stated a 
childhood friend of Ms. Carman's, Witness one, Mr. Michael Shane Townson had 
been staying at the residence with them since, Thursday, January 11, 2007. 

Mr. Stauffer further advised Mr. Townson's peirsonal belongings were gone from 
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the residence along with Ms. Carman's 2002 Chrysler M300, Florida License 
plate G805BJ. 

Mr. Stauffer further advised he last saw Ms. Carman on Tuesday morning, 
January 16, 2007, at approximately 0800 hours prior to leaving for work. Mr. 
Stauffer stated Ms. Carman was suppose to go to Clermont and pick up some 
type of spray for roaches. He further stated he spoke with Ms. Carman via 
telephone at approximately 1 200 hours, same date, and she apologized for not 
going to Clermont due to she had overslept. Pe stated she also told him she 
loved him and missed him. Mr. Stauffer advised at approximately 1445 hours, 
Ms. Carman's children called and advised him their mommy was not home. Mr. 
Stauffer stated he contacted his neighbor. Witness two, Mr. Nicholas King to 
come over and watch the kids until he could find a relative to pick them up. 


Upon Deputy Dowdy's arrival, we entered the residence through the carport 
door. We checked the interior of the residence for any person (s) . Upon 
checking the master bedroom, which is located on the east side of the 
residence, I observed two first aid kits on tjhe bed. The kits were opened 
and their contents were lying on the bed. Also located in the master bedroom 
was a purse belonging to Ms. Carman. Her ideintification was in a silver case 
inside of her purse along with her medications. While checking the remainder 
of the residence, we attempted to make entry into the laundry room. However, 
the door was locked from the outside. At thijs time, we requested Mr.

Also located in the master bedroom was a black purse, which was on 
the dresser located on the north wall. Inside the purse was a silver 
container containing the identification of Ms. Sherri Lynn Carman. 


A property receipt was completed for the residential cordless telephone and 
re inquished to Agent Marich. The cellular tjelephone belonging to Mr. 
Stauffer was relinquished to Agent Casey.
